ileged than our own — these are 
aims that bind together Canada 
and the United States and w'hich, 
W'ith other allies and friends, our 
two countries will, jointly and 
steadfastly , pursue.” 


Kennedy ended his first state 
visit on a note of warning for 
Red aggressors and of challenge 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
allies 
to 
strengthen the .security of the free 
world. He had held out those ob­ 
jectives in a speech to Parliam ent 
Wednesday . 


In that same address he called 
for Canada to step up its contri­ 
butions to the welfare of under­ 
developed Latin-Amcrican nations

The communique made no di­ 
rect reference to this appeal. It 
said Kennedy and Diefenbak er 
discussed the need for accelerat­

ANDOVER, Maine (AP) - This 
remote village in the mountains!

Some townspeople even figured 
out that plans were a foot to catch 
misdirected astronauts in giant j 
nets stretched on mountain peaks. 


The rumors shot out of orbit 
but came to earth 
when

American Telephone and Tole-'

Co. 
disclosed 
that 
the 
world's largest antenna for tele­ 
phone satellite communication will 
be built atop a hill east of the 
village. 


The rumors started when stran­ 
gers came to town and bought 
over a thousand acres of high 
ground considered worthless ex­ 
cept for pulpwood and lumber. 
When the strangers hired 50 lo­ 
cal men and started building a 


road into the wilderness the ru­ 
mors took off.

The officer had 


surprised him attempting to break 


into a restaurant. 


Porter was awaiting trial for 


killing a clothing store clerk in 


an attempted holdup at Saugus. 


An informant frankly eager for 
a $5,000 reward posted by Middle­ 
sex County Sheriff Howard W 
Fitzgerald telephoned the sheriff 
.shortly after 0 o'clock and told 
him Cook was hiding in a third- 
floor apartment close to Kenmore 
Square. 
At 9 20 a five-man squad led 
by Deputy Police Supt. Joseph J 
Cummings and Cambridge Police 
Chief Daniel J. Brennan slipped 
out of an unmarked car a block 
away. 
The officers heard a shot when 
they reached the apartment door 
When they crashed through the 
door they found Cook sprawled on
